CAUCUS STORMY 


Tenth District Democrats 
Elect Higgins and Hannauer 
Over Barret.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 
State Pemoeratic Convention, to elect 
Missouri's delegates to the National 
Convention at Denver July 7, was 
called to order by Vice-Chairman Rubey 
of the State Committee at noon today. 

John M. Atkinson of Ripley County, 
a pronounced Folk man, presided as 
temporary chairman. 

In his address, Atkinson charged the 
Republican party with responsibility for 
the $61,500 shortage in the St. Louis Sub- 
treasury. A bill to reimburse Subtreas- 
urer Akins on account of that shortage 
hes been fathered in Congress by Sen- 
ator Stone. 

Gov. Folk and Senator Stone will be 
chosen by acclamation as two of the 
four delegates-at-large. David R Fran- 
cis of St. Louis and former Mayor Reed 
of Kansas City will probably be the 
other members of the “Big Four,” al- 
though the Folk leaders are concen- 
trating their efforts on Congressmen 
Champ Clark. 

Wetmore Also Running. 

The St. Louis delegation, 172° strong, 
is supporting former Gov. Lon V. 8Ste- 
phens in preference to Francis or Reed. 

Col. Moses C. .»etmore is also run- 
ning for delegate-at-large, but his can- 
didacy appears to lack steam. 

The Stone-Cook forces will try to ac- 
commodate Harry Hawes by bringing 
about the adoption of resolutions con- 
demning the Miles-Kinney-Daley com- 
bination for taking what. they term 
“snap judgment” on the St. Louis De- 
mocracy in the calling of mass conven- 
tions there Monday afternoon and night. 

Such a resolution wil! fall unless the 
Stone men completely dominate the Res- 
olutions Committee, which now seems 
unlikely. 

Soy a Denver Delegate. 


20.—The 


Delegates from the 16 Congressional 
Districts met this morning, and select- 
ed two delegates each to the Denver 
convention. Among the caucus selec- 
tions is John T. Soy, partner in the 
saloon business.of Ferd Warner, mem- 
ber of the House of Delegates, who 
was recently convicted of bribery. 
James H. Lee is the other delegate se- 
lected with Soy for the Efeventh Dis- 
trict, which is in North and Northwest 
St. Louis.

The Twelfth District selected Frank 
Hussey as one of the alternate dele- 
gates, and his half-brother, Lawler Da- 
ley, for presidential elector. 

$1000 Bill Man Honored. 

In the Thirteenth Congressional Dis- 
trict, Irwin L. Page of. $1000-bill fame, 
was elected a delegate to Denver. When 
the Legislature investigated boodling 
four years ago Page refused to explain 
how he came into possession of a $1000 
bill, on the ground that he might in- 
criminate himself. 

At the Tenth District caucus Charlies 
Morrissey, ‘clerk in the’ St. Louis elec- 
tion commissioner's office, almost pre- 
cipitated a general fight by threatening 
to “lick’’ Joe Hannavuer. 

Subsequently he denounced the caucus 
chairman, Hugh Brady, declaring that 
Brady and Hannauer had packed ihe 
district convention in the interest of 
Harry Hawes and the breweries.. Mor- 
rissey was backing J. V: 8. Barret for 
election as one of the district delegates 
to the Denver convention. Barret Was 
defeated, the majority vote being polled 
for Charles P. Higgins and Joe Han- 
nauer. . 

Morrissey's charges

Picnic on High Nin. 

The atart from Clarendon was made 
at 5 o'clock. The run down the river 
was made in an hour and the party en- 
joyed a picnic supper on the high bluff 
at Aberdeen. 

Darkness came and the return trip 
was started. 

It was 8:3 p. m. when thé. gasoline 
caught fire. Saifer, who wes steering, 
turned the prow of the boat toward the 
bank, but the flames spread rap‘diy and 
all made a rust for -a place of safety 
on the other side. In a swinkling the 
Columbia had capsized and the four- 
teen men and women were struggling 
in the water. To the survivors all the 
rest is hazy. 

Woeman Swima From Pert. 

Mise Waddell came up under the bufn- 
ing boat. An experienced swimmer. she 
soon prot out of this dangerous position. 
The glare of blazing timbers and the 
gasoline afire on the water showed ler 
a plece of driftwood and she swam to 
it, holding to this’she finally was picked 
up by J. J. Hamiltch, a fisherman, who

boat capsized and those who sank once 
are not belleved to nave come to the 
surface.

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Through its 
secretary, H. B. Martin, the American 
Anti-Trust League has proposed to the 
Judiciary Committee of the Senate to 

* prove that, for sufficient funds to se- 
cure the presidential nomination for Sec- 
‘retary Taft, President Roosevelt and his 
administration have bargained with the 
» United States Steel Corporation to sell 
Out the Sherman anti-trust law. 

The league proposes to put Andrew 
Carnegie, E. H. Gray, chairman of the 
Executive Committee, and a number of 
the directors on the stand, and show 
that Mr. Carnegie has given his per- 
sonal check for $250,000 to the manager 
of the Taft campaign, and that he and 
his company have agreed to give a 
great deal more if the Hepburn law 

. is passed at this session. 

The Anti-Trust League propores to 
prove further that Mr. Carnegte is in 
the habit of making contributions to 
senatorial campaign funds, giving all 
the way from $10,000 to $9,000 in each 
State where any friend of the Steel 
Trust is in danger of being defeated, or 
where there is a chance to defeat for re- 
election a man who has been unfriend- 
ly to the great corporation. 

Depew Asks Proof. 

When Secretary Martin told the com- 
mittee last Saturday that the Hepburn 
bill had been drawn by Francis Lynde 
Stetson, chief counsel of the United 
States Steel Corporation, and Victor 
Morowitz, chief counsel of the Santa Fe 
Railroad, and that Seth Low, president 
of the National Civic Federation, had 
only played the part of a messenger 
boy in submitting it to the House Ju- 
‘diciary chairman, Senator Depew said 
that the anti-trust secretary should be 
made to prove his charges. Mr. Martin 
replied at the time that Mr. Low had 
admitted on the stand that the lawyers 
had drawn the “bili, 

The Hepburn bill defines what is a 

. g00d and what is a bad trust, and how 
éach shall be treated. If a combina- 
tion of capital is benovelent, according 
to the opinion of the inspector or su- 

' pervisor of trusts appointed by the 
' -President, it is to be branded ‘‘Fair,’’ 

and if no charges are preferred against 
it within a year after being so desig- 
nated, it is to be exempt from prosecution 
for all past sins. There is no doubt 
in the minds of the heads of the anti- 
trust league that if the Hepburn bill 
should be enacted into law, both the 
Steel Trust and the Santa Fee will be- 
come “fair’’ just as quickly as a year 

can elapse. 
Offers Evidence. : 

The charge that ‘the administration 
and the trusts had made a deal was 
first published exclusively in the New 
York World and Post-Dispatch April 
8. 

“This effort to trade a law for money 
and political support is without a prece- 
dent in our history,’ said Mr. Martin 
today. “The President and his hench- 
men became panic stricken, and de- 
termined to do everything possible to 
‘nominate Taft. 

“All we ask is that the Senate Judi- 
-elary Committee disregard political con- 
sequences and allow us to produce the 
proof, The charge that Carnegie has 
contributed $250,000 to Taft's campaign 
fund will be threshed out on the floor 
of the convention at Chicago. One of 
the leading Republicans of the coun- 
try will be furnished with the proof, 
and he will give the delegates fair warn-

Impetus to the movement for a mu- 
nicipal lighting plant was given by the 
®outh Broadway Merchants’ Association 
Tuesday night, wien its delegate to the 
Affiliated Business Men's Association 
was instructed to take up the question 
with that organization. 

The South Broadway Merchants’ As- 
sociation is strongly in favor of a mu- 
nicipal lighting plant to enter active 
competition with the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. by selling elec- 
tricity to all consumers. 

The Tenth Ward Improvement Asero-. 
ciation, at its meeting Sunday, passed 
a resolution favoring the municipal 
lighting plant. The association esti- 
mated that a municipal plant could be 
erected for $38,000,000. 

The North St. Louls 
Association started the 
the municipal plant last week. The 
North St. Louis Citizens’ Association 
likely will take up the question at its 
June meeting. 

. Saving for Consumers, 

Representatives of the business men's 
organizations say that a muopicipal 
lighting plant will result in enormous 
savings to consumers. 

It is pointed out that the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co., with its out- 
standing stock and bonded indebtedness, 
approximating $33,500,000, must earn 
about $2,500,000 annually to pay its inter- 
est, dividends and sinking funds. 

The fixed charges of the Union Elec- 
tric on‘its abnormal capitalization and 
bonded indebtedness, the business men 
Fay, are enough in one year to start a 
municipal lighting plant that can supply 
electricity to a large portion of the con- 
fumers in St. Louis. 

. Pian eof the Campaign. 

The excessive charges of the Union 
Flectric Light and Power Co. for serv- 
ice, since it has wiped competition out 
of the local fields, is one of the princi- 
pal reasons why the sentiment in favor 
of a municipal plant is developing so 
rapidly. 

The plan upon which the campaign for 
the municipal plant is being waged is 
for the district, ward and civic organ- 
izations first to indorse the plan. Then 
a central organization, similar. to the 
United Free Bridge Committee, will be 
formed, to carry it to a successful con- 
clusion.

Impetus to the movement for @ mu- 
nicipal lighting plant was given by the 
Gouth Broadway Merchants’ Association 
Tuesday night, wien its delegate to the 
Affiliated Business Men's Association 
was instructed to take up the question 
with that organization. 

The South Broadway Merchants’ As- 
sociation is strongly in favor of a mu- 
nicipal lighting plant to enter active 
competition with the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. by selling elec- 
tricity to all consumers. 

The Tenth Ward Improvement Asso- 
ciation, at its meeting Sunday, passed 
a resolution favoring the municipal 
lighting plant. The association esti- 
mated that a municipal plant could be 
erected for $38,000,000. 

The North St. Louls Business Men's 
Association started the movement for 
the municipal plant last week. The 
North St. Louis Citizens’ Association 
likely will take up the question at its 
- June meeting. 

Saving for Consumers. 

Representatives of the business men’s 
organizations say that a municipal 
lighting plant will result in enormous 
savings to consumers. 

It is pointed out that the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co., with its out- 
standing stock and bonded indebtedness, 
approximating $33,500,000, must earn 
about $2,500,000 annually to pay its inter- 
est, dividends and sinking funds. 

The fixed charges of the Union Elec- 
tric on'its abnormal capitalization and 
bonded indebtedness, the business men 
fay, are enough in one year to start a 
municipal lighting plant that can supply 
electricity to a large portion of the con- 
fsumers in St. Louis. 

., Pinn of the Campaign. 

The excessive charges of the Union 
Filectric Light and Power Co. for serv- 
ice, since it has wiped competition out 
ef the local fields, is one of the princi- 
pal reasons why the sentiment in favor 
of a municipal plant is developing so 
, rapidly. 

The plan upon which the campaign for 
the municipal plant is being waged is 
for the district, ward and civic organ- 
izations first to indorse the plan. Then 
a central organization, similar to the 
United Free Bridge Committee, will be 
formed, to carry,git to a successful con- 
clusion.

The apple crop of Southern Missouri 

@nd Northern Arkansas will not be 
more than 10 or 15 per cent of normal. 
The frost of the night of April 29 killed 
much of the fruit. 
- This was the report made Wednesday 
by J. E. Mulvey to the National Slack 
Cooperage Manufacturers’ Association in 
session at the Southern Hotel. 

It was the most important thing 
learned by the delegates to the conven- 
tion, who come from all parts of the 
country. In a general way they had 
known that the apple crop in those dis- 
tricts had been almost ruined by the 
frost, but they lacked official confirma- 
tion of it. 

Mr. Mulvey is in the cooperage busi- 
ness in Memphis, Tenn. It is a part of 
the business of a manufacturing cooper 
to know the prospects of the apple crop 
at this season because-upon that crop 
depends the demand for a large part of 
the cooperage output. ° 

Peaches Also Damaged. 

Mr. Mulvey has just returned from a 
trip of 10 days in which he visited all 
the Ozark apple country. He found the 
apple crop badly damaged. and that the 
peach and strawberry output would be 
not nearly so good as that of last year. 

This announcement by Mr. Mulvey 
corroborated information previously re- 
eéived by the coopers from their agents 
throughout the apple country of Mis- 
sourl and Arkansas. It was reported, 
too, that the apple crop in Southern fli 
nois had been badly damaged by, the 
frosts and that there would not be half 
a crop. 

C. M. Van Aken of New York reported 
that it was too early to foretell the out- 
come of the apple crop there. The same 
report was made from Northern Ohio 
and Michigan. 

This news of a comparative = crop 
failure. from the richest apple produc- 
ing territory in this country added to 
the worries to the manufacturing coop- 
ers. They were already facing a greatly 
lessened demand and a greatly reduced 
price for their products because of over- 
production. The failure of the apple 
crop tn so wide a territory will lessen 
the demand yet more and many plants 
will shut down. 

“T was 10 days on the trip,”’ said Mr. 
Mulvey, ‘‘and I visited personally al! 
the chief apple shippling points in Mis- 
sourli and Kansas and drove to the 


largest Orchards and examined the trees 
and-taiked with the growers and ship- 


pers. 

“There will not be 10 per cent of a nor- 
mal crop.”’ 

Means High Price for Apples. 

This means that apples will be higher 
priced this fall in St. Louis than they 
were last fall and winter.

FAILED ENDS HIS LIFE 


Charles Ames Cuts Throat With 
a Razor in His Maplewood 


Home. 

Charles Ames, 56 years old, a newspa- 
per editor and publisher, killed himself 
by cutting his throat with a razor at his 
home, 7319 Elm avenue, Maplewood, at 
2-a. m. Wednesday. 

Ames was editor and proprietor of the 
Maplewood Mirror, . which suspended 
publication a month ago.

HELD FOR DUTY 
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Two Diamonds of Marie An- 
toinette Are Locked in Col- 
lector’s Safe.

NEW YORK, May 20.—Locked in the 
safe of Collector of the Port Fowler are 
two diamonds, weighing 42 karats each, 
which late in the eighteenth century or- 
namented the crown of Marie An- 
toinette, Queen of France, who-lost her 
crown and her head in the revolution. 
Officials of the Treasury Department 
and Custom House are in dispute as to 
the value of the gems, some placing it 
at $20,000, others declaring the. Princess 
de Montglyon is right in her declara- 
tion that their value exceeds this sum. 
The Princess says she was offered $80,000 
for them. 

Lawyers who advise the Treasury De- 
partment are in a quandary. The dia- 
-nonds were taken Monday from the 
custody of G. M. Nelson, attorney for 
Princess de “Montglyon, by Treasury 
Agents James O. Brozinski and William 
H, Williams, who had been on their 
trail for several weeks. It was then 
the contention of the Princess that the 
customs authorities had no right to ex- 
act duty, as the gems had been in this 
country several vears. 

Time Here in Question. 

The special agents had received a tip 
that the diamonds had been brought 
here less than six months ago, and on 
that they began to trace them from the 
office of a Maiden Lane jeweler until 
their search, which led to several parts 
of the State, ended in the office of Mr. 
Nelson. 

“Gentlemen, you have no right to 
these jewels,” said Mr. Nelson; ‘“‘they 
are exempt from duty and I warn you 
to go slow.”

The 
dealers thought they were being de- 
ceived, and readily gave the inspect- 
ors permission to open cans in transit 
and take samples therefrom. 


Cans Were Marked. 


- The cans were marked, and the 
samples labeled and sent to Washing- 
ton. The inspectors rode on the ears 
with the milk iy order to do this.’ 

The Department of Agriculture re- 
ferred the reports of these inspectors to 
the Board of Feod and Drug Inspec- 
tion, and it went thence to the Depart- 
ment of Justice, which forwarded it to 
Mr. Blodgett. 

Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief chemist, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter in Washing- 
ton that when the Illinois milk dealers 
found an investigation was under way, 
the quality of the milk improved at 
once.

LONDON, May 20.—The facts concern- 
ing the death of Brigadier-Genera!] 
Charles’ A. Whittier of New York, on 
board the Mauretania last Thursday, 
were learned when the vessel reached 
Queenstown today. He did not die of 
heart disease, as the original wireless 
report stated, but was ‘scalded and 
drowned in a bath tub. 

Gen. Whittier went to take a bath, 
and while in thé tub it is supposed, was 
attacked by a fit. In his paroxysms he 
turned the hot water tap with his hand, 
and the tub was soon flooded with al- 
most boiling water. 

The discovery of his tragic fate was 
made within a short time. His body 
was removed from the bath, and the 
official report recited that he had suc- 
cumbed to an attack of heart disease. 
The truth was known, however, to most 
of the first cabin passengers.

LESS POLITICS AND MORE CITIZENSHIP. 

Mr. George J. Tansey’s remarks to a body of 
merchants the other evening contained some 
trufhs worth digesting. Politics is not good 
for’ the merchant, he observed, but every mer- 
chant ought to have a live interest in good 
municipal government. 

That is to say, politics in the narrow sense of 
partisan intriguery is of no benefit to the business 
man compared to a well-ordered administration 
of city affairs. Rather than involve himself in 
the intricacies of party machinations he is.wise 
to stand upon the proposition that the city must 
be. governed rightly, to reserve his independent 
influence for decision of the issue of good govern- 
ment, and to devote his .energies to that end. 
Active citizenship is better than active “politics.” 

Too frequently when the business man or finan- 


cier becomes a “politician” he is out for privi- 


lege. In looking out for Number One or repre- 
senting the interests, and in the means he em- 
ploys to carry. a purpose at any cost to the pub- 
lic good, he discounts the methods of the prac- 
- tical or professional polititian. The “business 
‘man in politics’ has no very agreeable pnnota- 
tion. 

But good government is goo@ business. A well- 
gdministered city by that fact itself ATAWS. in-. 
dustry, investment and trade; it builds -ap -pop- 
ulation, wealth, credit and power. The'reputation 
of his city for clean, intelligent municipal Tule 
shouldbe an asset somewhat akin to good will in 
the business of every merchant, maagufacturer, 
banker and other commercial factor in the me- 
tropolis. . 

By stending together squarely on the proposi- 
tion, the business men of a city can guarantee 
first-class municipal rule, and they should do 
s0 as a basis of commercial security and from 
considerations ef good business, independently of 
higher principles. 
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A “RUNNING” INJUNCTION. 

Right is right, law is law, and a meritorious 
presentation in court undoubtedly deserves an 
immediate temporary injunction in a proper case, 
To be sure, if an injunction is proper it is proper 
the moment it is asked for, and its force ought 
to be operative instanter. The speed of the 
remedy is what commends it especially to equity. 

But an injunction is not operative per se. 
It has to be served first; «wherefore the service 
frequently is pretty much the gist of the busi- 
ness. Without criticism of the Federal officials, 
but only admiration, and without reflection 
one way or another upon the merits of the case, 
every true lover of sport will applaud the light- 
ning facility with which a writ of this character 
Was sued out and served from the Federal Build- 
ing in St. Louis the other day.

Betting never decided an issue, and an 
offer to bet is no answer to an argument. Often, 
however, it is an indication that the other side’ 
of an issue has been presented unanswerably.

The movement has sistinetly 
acquired momentum. 

Now that the Light Trust wakes up to its sit- 
uation this should be the signal to awake the St. 
Louis public to a fuller perception of its own 
essential advantage and its opportunities for re- 
lief. A thorough realization that they have 
monopoly at their mercy is all that the people of 
this city need to compel the reasonable and uni- 


leorm rates that a score of other cities have suc- 


cessfully dictated to similar pio-nervine- cor- 
porations. 

There is no class of monopoly which so well 
realizes the people’s power as in general the 
lighting monopoly in cities. The Light Trust of 
St. Louis must be credited with 
enough to know what the people aave been slow 
to perceive—that the people are not ai its mercy, 
but that it is essentially subject to their power, 
which when lawfully exerted will easily:achieve 
proper regulation and control. 

The Light Trust proves this by its advertise- 
ments, and it hastens the day of its own regula- 
tion by every challenge that it offers to public 
intelligence and every wager that it lays against 
the truth. 
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CLEAN FLOORS FOR STREET CARS. 

General Manager McCulloch is credited with a 
purpose to provide St. Louis with clean street cars 
and to that end is experimenting with hard com- 
position floors which can be flushed out and kept 
comparatively free of dirt and disease germs. 

This is a sanitary plan of striking importance 
in the light of demonstrations of what street-car 
filth contains. Clean interiors, especially in 
winter, when windows are closed, would mean 

much to public health. 

As a means of disease communication the dirty 
car is probably not exceeded by any agency. 
Eventually the sanitary car must come, and if the 
United Railways can produce it, or a near ap- 
proach to it, presently, it will be a great feather 
in its cap and in that of its general manager. St. 
Louis has the greatest trolley system in this 
country and it should be first in all improvements.
